WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Sen ate v o ted Wedn esday to bar 
u se o f American co mbat tro o p s 
in Lao s an d Thailan d “ex cep t 
where p ro tectio n o f U.S. p erso n ­ 
n el is directly co n cern ed.” 
The 8 6-0 v o te came o n an 
amen dmen t by Rep u blican Jo hn 
Sherman Co o p er o f Ken tu ck y 
an d a bip artisan gro u p o f Pen ta­ 
go n critics to a $20 billio n mili­ 
tary au tho rizatio n s bill. 
The gro u p has been fightin g 
main ly a lo sin g battle to trim 
the measu re, an d there was 
so me co n fu sio n o v er who wo n 
an d who lo st in /the Lao s-Thai- 
lan d v o te. 
MEANINGLESS 
Chairman Jo hn Sten n is, D- 
Miss., o f the Sen ate Armed 
Serv ices Co mmittee, chief ar­ 
chitect o f the au tho rizatio n bill, 
said Co o p er’s amen dmen t was 
mean in gless an d v o ted fo r it. 
The Sen ate hais been tan gled 
u p o n the defen se au tho rizatio n 
sin ce Ju ly 7. 
Befo re q u ittin g fo r the day it 
also ap p ro v ed by a 71-10 v o te an 
amen dmen t by Sen . Marlo w W. 
Co o k , R-Ky ., to req u ire a redu c­ 
tio n in .the n u merical stren gth o f 
the armed fo rces to match the 
n u mber o f tro o p s withdrawn 
fro m Vietn am. 
The amen dmen t also wo u ld 
set a tro o p ceilin g o f 3.46 millio n 
after Ju ly 1, 1970, bu t it left 
Presiden t Nix o n a lo o p ho le. The 
amen dmen t said the restrictio n s 
wo u ld n o t ap p ly in time o f a n a­ 
tio n al emergen cy . 
Sten n is said that amen dmen t 
wo u ld n o t in terfere with the 
Presiden ts rights as co mman d­ 
er-in -chief o f the armed fo rces. 
After o n ly brief debate, the 
Sen ate ap p ro v ed 85 to 0 an 
amen dmen t by Sen . William 
Pro x mire, D-Wis., au tho rizin g 
the co mp tro ller gen eral to co n ­ 
du ct a stu dy o f p ro fits made by 
defen se co n tracto rs. The stu dy 
is to be co mp leted by Dec. 31, 
1970. 
Altho u gh 
Co o p er’s 
o rigin al 
amen dmen t co n tain ed n o p ro v i­ 
sio n fo r u se o f American gro u n d 
tro o p s, he accep ted a chan ge 
p ro p o sed by Sen . Jack Miller, 
R-Io wa, addin g the ex cep tio n 
fo r p ro tectio n .

“While I am co n cern ed abo u t 
my self an d my rep u tatio n ,” the 
n o min ee to ld a hu shed Ju diciary 
Co mmittee hearin g ro o m, ‘“I’m 
mo re co n cern ed abo u t my co u n ­ 
try an d the Su p reme Co u rt, an d 
if there is an y su bstan tial do u bt 
abo u t the p ro p riety o f what I 
did I ho p e the Sen ate will re­ 
so lv e the do u bt again st me.” 
Hay n swo rth sp o k e o f su gges­ 
tio n s that he sho u ld n o t hav e 
ru led fo r the Deerin g Millik en 
tex tile co mbin e in a disp u te 
with the AFL-CIO Tex tile Wo rk ­ 
ers Un io n in 1963 becau se he 
held p art o wn ership o f a v en d­ 
in g machin e firm that had co n ­ 
tracts with Deerin g Millik en 
p lan ts. The q u estio n has beco me 
the majo r issu e in his co n firma­ 
tio n hearin gs. 
Hay n swo rth ask ed the co m­ 
mittee an d the en tire Sen ate to 
co n sider a clearan ce giv en him 
in 1964 by his fello w ju dges o n 
the U.S. Circu it Co u rt in Rich­ 
mo n d, Va., an d by the late Ro b­ 
ert F. Ken n edy , then the U.S. 
atto rn ey gen eral. 
Ho wev er, he said, sen ato rs 
sho u ld n o t “feel fo reclo sed fro m 
reachin g their o wn ju dgmen t.” 
LAID ASIDE 
The ju dge added that “if there 
is n o su bstan tial do u bt” abo u t 
his co n du ct he ho p es the co n tro ­ 
v ersy can be laid aside an d that 
he can Ibe co n firmed in time to 
serv e o n the high co u rt this fall. 
“As an in stitu tio n the co u rt 
deserv es the resp ect o f the p eo ­ 
p le,” Hay n swo rth said in im­ 
p lo rin g the sen ato rs to mak e u p 
their o wn min ds. 
The co mmittee div ided sharp ­ 
ly earlier o v er the ex ten t o f 
clearan ce giv en Hay n swo rth. 
Sen . Edward M. Ken n edy , D- 
Mass., claimed his bro ther an d 
Hay n swo rth’s fello w ju dges had 
rejected o n ly allegatio n s o f brib­ 
ery an d n o t su ggestio n s that he 
was

ethical 
gro u n ds fo r sittin g in ju dgmen t 
o n the case. 
Co mmittee 
co n serv ativ es 
back ed the Nix o n admin istra­ 
tio n ’s p o sitio n that Hay n swo rth 
was clear o n bo th gro u n ds.

The first actio n in v o lv in g 3 rd 
Div isio n marin es o ccu rred fo u r 
m iles so uth o f the d em ilita rized 
zo ne tha t div ides V ietn am an d 
n ear the o ld battlegro u n d called 
the Ro ck p ile. The Marin es were 
hit by a No rth Vietn amese army 
fo rce o f u n k n o wn size fro m two 
sides. 
Usin g small arms, au to matic 
weap o n s an d gren ades, so me 
en emy so ldiers charged thro u gh 
the Marin e p erimeter “bu t were 
k illed o r rep u lsed” headq u ar­ 
ters said. 
The Marin es threw back two 
assau lts with the help o f heli­ 
co p ter gu n ship s an d tactical air 
strik es, bu t co n tin u ed to receiv e 


mo rtar fire u n til rein fo rcemen ts 
were mo v ed in . When the actio n 
was o v er, Marin e sp o k esmen 
said, the bo dies o f 23 en emy 
were fo u n d o n the field an d Ma­ 
rin e casu alties were 16 men 
k illed an d 34 wo u n ded. 
Later Wedn esday aftern o o n , 
o ther Marin e elemen ts abo u t 
o n e mile farther n o rth came u n ­ 
der heav y small-arms, au to mat­ 
ic w eap o n s an d ro ck et g rena d e 
fire. The fig hting la sted o n ly 25 
min u tes, headq u arters, said the 
Marin es later came u n der mo r­ 
tar an d ro ck et gren ade fire 
while ev acu atin g casu alties. The 
Marin es hit back an d fightin g 
wen t o n u n til dark n ess. 
Headq u arters said sev en Ma­ 
rin es were k illed an d 2 4 were 
wo u n ded in the actio n . En emy 
lo sses were listed as u n k n o wn . 
There was o ther sp o radic ac­ 
tio n u p an d do wn an d co u n try , 
bu t n o su stain ed fightin g was 
listed in the early mo rn in g co m­ 
mu n iq u e Thu rsday . 


So u th Vietn amese headq u ar­ 
ters said go v ern men t tro o p s 
k illed 37 en emy in o n e clash in 
the Mek o n g Delta abo u t 100 
miles so u th o f Saigo n . Go v ern ­ 
men t casu alties were listed at 
three men wo u n ded. 
U.S. headq u arters rep o rted 11 
en emy shellin gs o v ern ight, bu t 
said o n ly fo u r o f them cau sed 
casu alties o r damage. 
Three B52 b o mb er missio ns 
w ere flo wn la te Wed nesd a y a nd 
two mo re early Thu rsday , the 
U.S. Co mman d said. The tar­ 
gets ran ged fro m 109 miles 
n o rtheast o f Saigo n to 282 miles 
n o rthwest o f the cap ital. 
Defen se Secretary Melv in R. 
Laird made the an n o u n cemen t 
in Washin gto n that the 3 rd Ma­ 
rin e Div isio n wo u ld be with­ 
drawn fro m the war.

Two o f the wiv es were weep ­ 
in g when they left the meetin g. 
Their sp o k esman , Bo n n ie Sin ­ 
gleto n , to ld a p ress co n feren ce 
that Oan h said he wo u ld in q u ire 
an d let them k n o w in div idu ally , 
when they go t back to Dallas, 
what had hap p en ed to their hu s­ 
ban ds.

They also u rged restrain t in 
bu sin g p u p ils fo r in tegratio n , 
after a Rep u blican -bo rder state 
blo c defeated a reso lu tio n o p ­ 
p o sin g bu sin g. 
“This ascribes to the co n fer­ 
en ce ap p ro v al o f ‘restrain ed 
bu sin g,’ ” p ro tested Alabama’s 
Go v . Albert Brewer, who se res­

James Camero n, an o fficial o f the UN’s 
Internatio nal Ato mic Energ y Ag ency , 
say s if uranium reserv es are no t to be 
depleted,

nium o x ide must be fo und during the 
nex t 1 0 y ears. 


This is a dramatic chang e fro m pre­ 
dictio ns in the late 1 9 5 0 s that sufficient 
uranium depo sits had been disco v ered 
to last fo r decades.

The rumo rs in the nearby to wn co ncerns 
thefts. But many peo ple do n’t realize that befo re 
a charg e is printed a charg e must be made. If 
no o fficial charg es are lo dg ed a newspaper can’t 
print rumo rs. 
What these stellar citizens do n’t seem to 
realize that if they are so co ncerned and so po si­ 
tiv e o f their facts why do n’t they g o befo re a 
justice o f the peace and lo dg e the charg es.

MOSCOW (AP) - The West­ 
ern Big Three rev aled Wed nes­ 
d ay that the Sov iet Union has 
relay ed to them its id eas on how 
to resolv e East-West conflicts 
ov er Berlin.

State Asked 
To Probe 
Audit Charge 


HARRISBURG (AP) — The 
state attorney general has been 
asked to investigate charges th 
a state executive sought $100,000 
in jobs from he Philadelphia 
scliool t>oard for he and four 
others in return for suppressing 
portions of an audit of the dis­ 
trict’s booiis. 
Auditor General Robert P. 
triot’s books. 
Audtor General Robert P. 
Casey said Wednesday he turned 
over 
the 
charges, contained 
in an eight-page statement from 
school board president Richard­ 
son Dilworth, to Atty. Gen. Wil­ 
liam C. Sennett because the 
statement “could be construed 
as allegations of wrongdoing on 
the 
part 
of 
Mr. 
(Harold) 
Gibble.” 
Gibble, 
67, 
Lancaster, 
is 
the 
$13,301-a-y e a r 
assistant 
director of Casey’s bureau of 
school audits. He also has been 
the supervisor of an audit of the 
Philadelphia 
school 
system’s 
•books which has been three 
years in preparation. 
Casey said 
Dilworth 
first 
made the charge verbally at a 
closed-door session of the school 
t>oard on Sept. 2. The auditor 
general said he immediately re­ 
moved Gibble from the Phila­ 
delphia audit and assigned him 
to other duties in Harrisburg. 
Casey, speaking at a news 
conference, said he also turned 
over a signed statement from 
Gibble to Sennett. 
Gibble told newsmen Wednes­ 
day he was certain the state will 
“ find me innocent of wrong­ 
doing” but dechned further com­ 
ment. 
Dilworth, who has never made, 
his charges public, was 
in 
Europe and unavailable for! 
comment. 
Casey <said he sent a team of 
auditors to Philadelpha to check 
up on the Gibble audit and sus­ 
pended without pay the three re­ 
sident auditors under Gibble 
when it was found their record­ 
keeping was not satisfactory. 
“ Their backup records were 
not in proper order as far as I 
was concerned,” said Casey. 
He identified the men as 
Meyer H. Sklar, John G. Zim­ 
mer and Benjamin S. Shulman, 
all of Philadelphia. 
He said Sklar's salary is : 
163; Zimmer’s, $9,454, and Shul- 
man’s, $7,407. 
Casey said Dilworth indicated 
in his statement that Gibble 
told the school board president 
he could straighten out the sys- 
em’s books if he and “ four or 
five others” were hired by the 
board at a collective salary of 
$100,000 a year. 
“ Dilworth contends this offer 
was made contingent that cer­ 
tain things be withheld from the 
audit report,” Casey said. 
Casey declined to reveal de­ 
tails from either the Gibble or 
Dilworth statement, saying it 
was now a situation for the at­ 
torney general to handle. Sen­ 
nett was in Erie Thursday on a 
speaking engagement and un­ 
available for comment. 
The auditor general said that 
his office had not washed its 
hands of the Gibble case, add-: 
ing: “ I should say that we have 
under consideration taking dis­ 
ciplinary action against him.” 
He declined to comment on 
what part of the audit anyone 
might want to suppress. He did 
say, however, that “ there were 
parts of it that were critical of 
the conduct of the school board.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Mar­ 
vin Miller, one of the country’s 
largest publishers of sex-orient­ 
ed magazines and books, has 
been indicted for a second time 
on federal obscenity charges. 
The U.S. attorney’s office said 
Wednesday a federal grand jury! 
has returned a 27-count indict­ 
ment against Miller, 40, of sub-' 
urban Covina, and his Covina 
Puolishing Corp. 
Miller is free on bond while 
appealing conviction on similar 
charges last December. He was 
sentenced to five years in prison 
and fined $7,500. and Covina 
Publishing was fined $5,000. 
U.S. Atty. Matt Byrne said 
testimony at the previous trial 
indicated 
Miller's enterprises! 
grossed $10 million in 1967 and 
1968. 
The first 17 of the 27 counts 
accuse the defendants of mail­ 
ing obscene advertising to indi­ 
viduals, businesses, churches, 
schools and a YMCA in various 
states, a number of them ad­ 
dressed simply to “Adult House­ 
holder.”

Ford Undercuts GM on 1970 Car Prices in Bid for Bigger Share of Market 


DETROIT (AP)—Ford Motor

can market while GM owned 
more than half. Ford’s share of 
the market has increased since 
the first of the year, mainly at 
the expense of Chrysler. 
Chrysler announced its prices 
first a year ago and then re­ 
duced them in the face of Gen­ 
eral Motors’ modest $52 average 
hike for 1969 cars. Some dealers 
complained that the prices on 
Chrysler products were not re­ 
duced enough to make them 
competitive. 
Chrysler’s sales this year trail 
by more than 85,000 units the 
comprable figures for 1968.

2 Convicted 
In Murder 
Of Novarro 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Two 
Chicago brothers born a genera­ 
tion after the silen film era 
were convicted of first-degree 
murder Wednesday in the slay­ 
ing last year of one of the era’s 
major stars, Ramon Novarro. 
Each brother had accused the 
other of killing the dashing Lat­ 
in lover of the ’20s in his 
$150,000 home. 
A 
seven-man, 
five-woman 
jury reached its verdict against 
Paul Ferguson, 23, and his 
brother, Thomas, 18, after eight 
hours’ 
deliberation, 
and 
the 
brothers shrugged in gestures of 
resignation. 
A violent struggle preceded 
the 69-year-old actor’s death 
last Oct. 30. He was found in 
bed nude, with marks of blows 
on his head and upper body that 
police said were struck with a 
cane Novarro once used in a 
movie. 


AUTOMATIC SENTENCE 
Thomas will receive an auto­ 
matic life sentence because he 
was only 17 at the time of the 
crime. His brother will be sen­ 
tenced by the same jury to ei- j 
ther life in prison or death. The 
jury will be locked up until the 
penalty phase begins next Tues­ 
day. 
The prosecution contended the 
brothers, after telephoning the 
actor and receiving an invita­ 
tion to see him, decided to rcb 
him of $5,000 they thought he 
had hidden in the luxurious Hol­ 
lywood Hills home. They tor­ 
tured him when he said he had 
no money, prosecutors said. 
The elder brother, Paul, testi­ 
fied he drank too much at No­ 
varro’s home and passed out on 
the sofa. The next he knew, he 
said, Thomas was shaking him 
awake, saying, “ See, this guy is 
dead.” 


HE CONFESSED 
Thomas, on the other hand, 
claimed that at first he con­ 
fessed to the crime, wanting to 
save his brother from possible 
death in the gas chamber, and 
then changed his mind when he 
learned Novarro had been beat­ 
en with a cane. 
“ It 
turned 
my 
stomach 
against Paul,” he testified. 
Paul said that during dinner 
Novarro had suggested the eld­ 
er brother might become a film 
superstar, “ a young Burt Lan­ 
caster ... another Clint East­ 
wood.” 
Novarro’s body was found by 
his secretary, Edward Weber, 
who had been helping him write 
an 
autobiography. 
Furniture 
was 
overturned. 
Novarro’s 
glasses had been smashed. His 
clothes were found in an ivy 
patch outside.

itor asks Miss Bailey the ques­ 
tions that, in some way, she’s 
been asked countless times 
since she joined the all-Negro 
cast of “ Hello Dolly” two years 
ago: Does she approve of all­ 
black casts? Does she think it 
will have an affect on the Amer­ 
ican Negro’s battle for equality? 
“ I don’t look at a person’s col­ 
or,” she says emphatically, 
evading the question. “Black, 
white or purple it’s all the same 
to me, I look at my fellow ac­ 
tors as people, not as blacks or 
whites. 
“ What’s wrong with this na­ 
tion,” she continues as the 
creases—the only sign of her 50 
years—deepen around her eyes 
and mouth, “ is that we’re head­ 
ed for a separatist society. 


“ I’m as much opposed to the 
black militants who curse and 
fight the whites as to the white 
bureaucracy that allo\tfs ghettos 
to exist, people of any color to 
go hungry and rats to bite little 
children. 


WHITE HUSBAND 
“ My husband just happens to 
be white,” she said of drummer 
Louis Bellson, her fourth hus­ 
band whom she married in 1952. 
“ I didn’t look at his color nor he 
at mine. It’s what’s inside that 
counts. I couldn’t even tell you 
what color his eyes are. 
“ My daughter happens to be 
mixed but I didn’t choose her 
because of it,” she said of 9- 
year-old Dee Dee. “ And my son 
Tony, who’s 15 now, just hap­ 


pens to be black.” 
Speaking of. her children— 
both adopted—her expression 
softens, and she begins to smile. 
“ My work keeps me from 
spending as much time with 
them as I’d like,” she says, ex­ 
plaining that the children attend 
a private school near the Bell­ 
son home in Apple Valley, Calif. 
“ But they’re good kids,” she 
adds quickly, leaving no doubt 
aboui her qualifications as a 
mother. 
Pearly Bailey—performer, hu­ 
manist, philosopher, singer-co- 
medienne, occultist, wife and 
mother—was born in Newport 
News, Va., the youngest of four 
children. ' “ Pappa” 
was 
a 
preacher—“ I guess you’d call it 
Holy Holler,” Miss Bailey says. | 


From her father she inherited 
deep religious beliefs, and from 
her only brother Willie—the lat­ 
er famous tap dancer Bill Bai­ 
ley—she caught the excitement 
of the theater. 
At age 15, on a whim, she 
joined 
an 
Amateur 
Night 
competition in Philadelphia. She 
won first place and $5, and be­ 
gan her climb to stardom— 
through the squalid cabarets of 
Pennsylvania mining towns, the 
small nightclub and vaudeville 
circuits of Washington, D.C. and 
Philadelphia, and finally to New 
York where, invited by Cab Cal­ 
loway to join his troup, she 
caused a sensation. 
“ It’s all love,” she says. “ I ’m 
what I am and you’re what you 
are. That’s all that counts.” 
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NEW YORK (AP) _ Pearl 
Bailey the performer wiggled 
her backside and giggled in 
glee. 
“ The last party I went to they 
danced the Charleston.” she 
quipped, imitating the rhythmic 
movements 
of

“ youngsters.” 
Pearl Bailey the humanist 
beamed, as she looked at a pho­ 
tograph of two people cheek to 
cheek—-herself, a black woman, 
and actor Beau Bridges, a white 
man who is her costar in a new 
movie.

TROUBLE AHEAD 
Pearl Bailey the philosopher 


leaned back in the blue canvas 
chair on a disorderly movie set, 
and lamented that the world’s 
heading for trouble. 
“ Love’s the thing but people 
refuse to recognize it. They say 
God’s dead. They say He’s 
black. They say He’s white. I 
say He’s everything and every­ 
where. He’s love.” 
Pearl Bailey the singer-come- 
dienne leaned over the footlights 
at the end of a performance of 
“Hello 
Dolly” 
and—in 
her 
husky, 
mamma-knows-best 
voice—complained that her feet 
hurt, and joked that the show’s 
producer, David Merrick, was 
to blame. 
“ He’s too cheap to buy me 
good shoes,” she said. 
Pearl 
Bailey the occultist 


trained her dark brown, languid 
eyes on an interviewer and, 
with a mysterious gaze, said 
softly: 
“ Have you ever known any­ 
one 
named 
Henrietta?...No? 
Someone whose name began 
with an ‘H’ then? Somewhere in 
your past there wjas someone

DEADPAN SERI OUS 
The tone was deadpan seri­ 
ous. but two years earlier Pearl 
Bailey had asked another re­ 
porter: “ Have you ever known 
anyone named Hawthorne? No? 
Someone with an *H’ then?” 
Pearlie Mae, as she’s known 
to her friends, clasped together 
her long, graceful fingers— 


whose movements are as much 
her trademark as her dusky 
voice—and said she was glad to 
be doing a new movie—“ The 
Landlord”—the first since “ All 
the Young Cannibals” in 1959.

On July 26, Durocher left 
Wrigley Field during a 3-2 Cub 
victory over the Los Angeles 
Dodgers reportedly because of 
an ailing stomach and wound up 
the same evening at Eagle Riv- 
old pilot would resign if the er, Wis., some 400 miles distant, 
hard-pressed Cubs fail to over 
take New York’s miraculous 
Mets in the National League’s 
waning eastern division race. 
“ That doesn’t sound like Leo 
to me,” said Wrigley. “ He’s 
done a great job however we 
finish and you can bet he’ll be 
back next season.” 
Wrigley also scored sugges­ 
tions that the Cub skid from a 
9,/2-game lead to an apparent 
fading second behind the Mets 


for a parents’ reception at a 
boys’ camp attended by his 
step-son. 
“ I think any connection be­ 
tween that incident and our 
slump is ridiculous,” said Wrig­ 
ley, who first criticized Leo and 
then forgave him after hauling 
Durocher briefly on the carpet.

Although Cub pennant fever 
has waned conisaerably among 
fans who whooped it up at Wrig­ 
ley Field all summer, a crowd 
of about 2.000 was on hand at 
O’Hare Field Tuesday night 
when the club returned from a 
disastrous (2-7) road trip.

The 33-year-old Ryan will be 
the backup quarterback behind 
Sonny Jurgensen, who was in­ 
jured much of last season. 


Contract terms were not an­ 
nounced. 


Ryan led the Browns to the 
NFL title in 1964. the conference 
crown in 1965 and the division ti­ 
tle in 1967, but he lost his job 
last year to Bill Nelsen. 
Tme Browns cut Ryan during 


training this season, making 
him a free agent. 
Ryan presumably received a 
sizable contract from the Red­ 
iskins, who have been starved 
for a substitute passer. 
Former Heisman Trophy win­ 
ner Gary Beban was moved by 
the Redskins to end this season 
and Jurgensen’s other backup 
passer, Harry Theofiledas, was 
plagued by interceptions in the 
last exhibition game. 
Jurgensen is two years older 
than Ryan at 35, underwent el­ 
bow surgery before last season, 
and played with a painful rib in­ 
jury much of the year. 
Ryan’s career spans 11 sea­ 
sons in the NFL. He has com- 


pleted 1.088 out of 2,128 passes 
for 16,035 yards—more than 
nine miles—and has tossed for 
149 touchdowns.

Arthur Asbe

CLEVELAND H E I G H T S , 
Ohio (AP) — Arthur Ashe, Jr. 
has whipped himself into peak 
form, but the U.S. tennis forces 
are far from convinced that 
they are a cinch to keep the 
Davis Cup out of the hands of a 
pair of fired-up Romanians here 
this week-end. 
“I think this will be a tougher 
match than we had last year in 
Adelaide,” said Donald Dell, the 
American non-playing captain.
